There is a 
permanence about farming that docs 
not belong to Industry or mining 
and which makes the farmer feel he 
In building for all time and not for 
naday, That is why there is beauty 
in the farming village and none {n 
the mining village. 

iy Not Enviable 

The position of Denmark In the 
present struggle !s certainly not en- 
vinble, for no matter where her real 
sympathies Ile she is bound to tread 
cautiously where Germany is con- 
cerned. Germany is on her border 
and also within her border and can 
exert the necessary pressure in or- 
der to keep Denmark on ‘the path 
that Berlin approves, 

Denmark recovered North Schles- 
wig after the last great war through 
a-plebiscite conducted under the 
aegis of the League of Nations. But 
with ‘the growth of Nazlism and the 
inereasing strength and domination 
of the German nation since 1933, 
there has been n good deal of rest- 
lessness In that part of Denmark, so 
much so that’many Dancs_ regret 
that the territory with its German 
minority was ever recovered. 

It is through this group in North 
Schleswig that the ‘Nazi party works, 
as well ax Among ‘the Dances them- 
selves. 

They also work through trade and 
especially since the Ottawa agree- 
ment was signed, by which Empire 
produce was given a preference over 
that from foreign countries, 

The Danish economic system was 
thrown out of gear by the sudden 
curtailment of the bacon quotas for 
England in 1933. This- was because 
Sir Walter .Elliot had underestimat- 
ed the home production In pigs and 
had gutranteed ‘a fixed pfice to the 
English farmers, The Danish farm- 
ers who work in close co-operation 
with one anather suddenly found 
themselves with a great surplus, and 
consequently a slump In prices. It 
was a time of over production all 
over the world, when coffee was 
dumped into the sea, when cattle

Ottawa Pact 

As Grent Britain was directing her 
trade to her best customers, and aos 
Denmark had been directing her buy- 
ing to Germany and her selling to 
Englnnd, she suffered by the new 
Ottawa arrangements. Germany was 
not slow to take advantage of the 
situation to drive a hard bargain, In 
return for her agricultural products 
Denmark by a trade ngreement with 
Germany in 1936 had to- receive ma- 
chinery, textiles, drugs and other 
goods which Denmark was capable 
of producing for hersclf, Other- 
wise she might-find herself depriv- 
ed of Schleswig. By this restriction 
of her industrial and commercial 
activities Denmark still suffers from 
unemployment and In that respect is 
unlike other Scandinavinn countries. 

There Is a feeling of helplessness 
In face of the German menace for 
clearly Denmark is no match for 
.Germany. She has practically dis- 
armed herself so she can offer no 
sort of obstacle to an noggressor. She 
must try to conciliate Germany and 
it wns probably in deference to her 
that she mined the Great ond Little 
Belt und so excluded British war. 
ships from the Baltic. The German 
warships of course have access 
through the Kiel Canal. 


Too Small 


Denmark ts too small for the mod— 
ern world in which cach country 
hns turned its back on free trade, 
und seeks to be self-suflicient. Trade 
diminishes, as each nation more and 
more supplies its own needs, and so 
Denmark with Its agriculture as ao 
specialised Industry suffers, 

Denmark is not only too small for 
the modern economic world, she is 
also too small from the cultural 
point of view. Obviously her In- 
tellectual clnss must turn to Germany 
or Britaln for wider reading. Ger- 
many has exerted considerable In- 
fluence on Denmark through such 
philosophers os Schelling, “Schiller, 
Gocthe and Fichte, .but that belongs 
to the past and has little ‘relation 
with Nazi philosophy. Still there is 
thls German cultural tradition which 
runs through Denmark, and attracts 
the Danes to the land of Beethoven, 
Wagner and Mozart and Heine 
though the Nuzl creed’ with = Its 
gestapos, concentration . camps, and 
dictatorial methods repels them, be- 
ecnuse these things, are the very un- 
tithesis of the Danish way of life, 
and are most repugnant to it. 

In no country does Germany exert 
Nazi pressure so much as upon Den- 
mark, Holland and Belgium ure 
just as near to Germany, but they 
ure bigger than Denmark and near- 
er to Britain and France. Any en- 
croachinent on them would be im- 
mediately answered by the Allied 
armies. Norway and Sweden are 
too far away and Switzerland too 
mountainous and too near to France 
for Germany to threaten, Denmark 
alone Hes wholly at the mercy of 
Germany and could be swallowed up, 
as Poland was, even in less than three 
weeks, did Germany feel inclined, as 
well she might in the future, if Rus- 
sia establishes herself in Finland, 
for through Denmark Germany could 
control the Baltic. 


German Pressure 


That she exerts great pressure fs 
quite obvious, und even goes to 
incredible lengths In doing so, Thus 
when the Berlingske Tidende, the 
largest: Danish newspnper, reprinted, 
not. news about Germany, but the 
debate In the British House of Com- 
mons after Munich with the unfav— 
ourable comments made by certain 
members of the House upon German 
terrorism against the non-Nazls in 
the Sudetenland, this quotation was 
made the object of diplomatic action, 
on the part of Germany, and the 
foreign cditor of Berlinske Tidende 
had in fact to go. Similar pressure 
with similar success has been exert-. 
ed upon. the Government paper, 
Social, Demokraten. It follows that

sanitary, itnsafe or dangerous to the 
lives or health of the occupants 
(hereof or which, owing to the na- 
lure of its structure or its proximhy 
to other similar structures, may. be a 
danger to the lives or health of other 
persons in the neighbourhood, — or 
which, through Jack of adequate sani- 
tary arrangements in its nelghbour- 
hood, is calculated to be a danger to 
the healt) of its occupants or that of 
others."

PRIMARY PURPOSE 


The regwation authorises action 
not merely ugainst squatters but also 
against the owners of substantially 
erected property, built upon agricul- 
tural land.

The peaceful atmosphere of the 
whole place, In ‘Its lovely setting 
among the hills above Shatin, was 
indeed a fitting one for Dr. Reichelt’s 
subject “Let there be Light,” und 
was much appreciated by those who 
were privileged to share.

ANOTHER URGENT warning, stressing the vital neces- 
sity of obtaining vaccination against small-pox, has 
been issued, intended chiefly for those who were last 
vaccinated more than three years ago. 


The high degree of mortality re- 
sulting from the present outbrenk of 
the disease can be — seen from 
statistics disclosed -yesterday. 

Since the beginning of the year, 
there hos been an average of three 
cases on day, two out of which failed 
to recover. 

The total numbers are 126 cases 
and 04 deaths, 

There were cight fresh cases on 
Friday. : 

It is pointed out thant owing to per- 
sistent concealment of the disease, 
many members of the publle may 
have exposed themselves to con- 
sideable danger by mixing with the 
the streets during the 
Chinese New Year holidays, 

It ts, therefore, advisable to ob- 
~taln vaccination with the teast 
posalble delay. 

According to reports from Canton, 
a small-pox cpldemic prevails in 
areas along the Canton-Kowloon 
Line between Tungkun and Shum- 
chun, Strict measures have been 
adopted to prevent the disease 
penne Into Canton.

But in accepting the position that sacrifices are 
demanded of, everybody, particularly the conscious res- 
triction of expenditure on luxury living. 


The real burden of the war effort in Britain has to be 
borne now: by the diversion of productive resources from 
the civil needs of the people to war purposes, and, not 
least, by the diversion of a large part of the national in- 
come to expenditure for the successful prosecution of the 
war.

Battle Of Ideas: 


Mr. J. M. Keynes, the English 
economist, has further developed his 
series of origina) suggestions on war- 
thne finance by proposing a plan of 
compulsory saving.

Italy, Germany, France, America and 
Japan have all been striving Ina world 
race to attnin supremacy In creating syns 
thetle fibres which would enable them to 
lead in textiles. Lanitol of Italy, Zclwolle 
of Germany, and the very new Nylon of 
America are the most outstagding types.

Major Reed, was originally trained in 
agricultural engineering and started active 
development. work in.the South American 
tropics: for five years, Returning to the 

.A., he founded the cotton industry in 
the south-western U.8., he himeclf pinnt- 
ing upon hia own property the first cotton 
a thousand milca outside of the known 
cotton . z 

In 1011, he was chosen Champion Cottor 
Grower of America and at Madison Square 
Garden recelved the $1,000 silver trophy 
at the Land and Agricuttural Congress for 
producing the beat long staple cotton hav: 
Ing the higheat strength, spinning qualities 
and highest yleld per acre. - oe 

Ife haw carcfully followed all of tho 
technical cotton work put forth in China 
from the time hin friend Griffing started 
the mavement at Nanking_yeara ago. 

In 1927 and 1928, Major Reed was direce 
tor of a aclentific expedition visiting China 
and conducting a fleld reconnalssance mute 
vey of raw products aultable for industrial 
utilization. The work began in northern 
Manchuria: and extended — southward 
through China, Hainan and the -French 
colonics; consequently his views on 
China‘s industrial future carry welght. 

When cotton began its price decline, Ma- 
jor Reed, with foresight, began a systema 
tle plan of research to find other new 
fibres which might be able to take its place 
and have advantages over cotton In lower 
cost of production and perhaps develop 
qualities of superiority, With seeds ob- 
tained tn China and southern Asia, he care 
rled on experiments on his 5,000-ncre cot- 
ton plantation in Mexico and in his labora- 
fory developed succersful new procearcs 
for placing them in aplnnable condition, 

With immense new acreages tn forelan 
Janda coming into more and more‘ produce 
tion with cheap labour, ‘I foresaw the 
doom of high-prided American cotton,”* he 
sali 

“T (hereupon .resolved to rearch for 
other Abres of nature with heavier yield 
per acre, and having some spectat quall- 
Uce superior if possible to, cotton,” 

“My reacarch,’* he said, “extended for 
12 years and 1 finally selected three out 
of the 30 known varletics of bast fibres. 
The technical problema that had to be 
solved were both mechanical and technical. 
Mechanical: to decorticate rapidly and 
separate the fibre from the stalks; Cheml- 
eal: to remove the cutore, vasculore, pec- 
tose guma and vegetable! waxes binding 
the filaments, s 

"At this time I took on a German chem: 
Ist who, upon arrival from Europe, tearned 
of my work and cronsed Amerien to neck 
me out down on my plantation in Mexico, 
I finally discarded his methods since they 
were Ike all the other foreign processes 
Thad already tried and discarded because 
they utillzed too powerful chemicals which 
entered the lumen or hollow Inner tube In 
the flaments and set up a chemical action 
which eventually broke down and. weaken- 
ed the fibres affer they were In the finish- 
ed goods,

“Jungle this thought, that you aro the 
first to offer the automobilo tyra manus 
facturers the exclusive right.to.a new cord 
fabric 800 per cent., stronger than colton;

ture to enter. Don't overlook the market 
in fire-hose and the scores of mechanical

“ET need not mention more, for any one 
of these in suMcient to keep your factory 
running at top speed. 

“Now, in order to handle and process 
these new flbrces, great expensive central 
factories are, not Imperative at the sfart; 
tn fact, I do not advocate, untll great vo- 
lume js necessary, These new fibre indus- 
trics should be established by the Provin- 
cial Governments in the various provinces 
simultaneously; processed in modest plants 
and turned back to the peanant farilics 
for spinning and weaving, thereby “start- 
ing thousands of hand looms that will ine 
crease fo many millions."

A BROWSE AMONG. 
POTTED BIOGRAPHIES 


OF THE WORLD'S population of 2,126,520,000, how many 
are definitely Who? — the people who get special 


mention in a list of The Four Hundred Elite? 


That 


would be a problem to tax the most keen-witted 
philosopher, yet the question is partly answered — as 

. far as Britain’s relations with the World are concern- 
ed — by the 1940 edition of “Who’s Who,” copies of 
which have just arrived in Hong Kong. 


If “Who's Who" fs correct, only 
-between 40,000 and 60,000 people 
out of that 2,126,520,000 ure definite- 
ly Who; the rest are mere also ‘rans 
—tnd that goes for Goebbels, too. 
That is a somewhat disquieting 
thought, but fortunately, the editors 
do not always agree with the  con- 
sensus of the Mnn-in-the-Street as 
to who in Who and who Is Not Who. 

For Instance, much though we 
might dislike Goebbels, one cannot 
deny that he is ts much a Who as 
a Retired Colonet or « Vicar of some 
obscure parish “Somewhere in Eng- 
Jond.” 

Father Coughlin gets 30 lines, but 
there is no mentlon of Almee Semple 
MacPherson, Mary Garden, Gigi, 
Lily Pons and Grace Moore are all 
(Who, quite definitely, but so Js 
Mchard Crook—and he {s not even 
given three lines; in fact, one cannot 

find him at oll! Admiral John L. 
Marx {« in,.but there’s not even one 
of the four Marx Brothers! 

ADOLF HITLER 

But with all these slight deficien- 
clos, ‘Who's Who" is definitely more 
than just o Reference Book, Its 
3,581 pages of closely packed type 
mnke jt a most valuable source for 
students of psychology and soclology, 
while the casual render will find 
many aon illuminating or interesting 
item packed ‘among the duller lists 
of medals, distinctions, careers and 
publications. 

For instance, Adolf Hitler, who tn 
his early days supported himself ‘as 
artisan in building trade," boldly 
gives his religion ns Catholic; that 
may be of interest to the Vatican, 

Hitler talks about himself to’ the 
tune of 29 lines. His opposite num- 
ber and close Ally, Stalin, Is briefer. 


All he says about himself {s:--: 
“Stalin, Joseph Vissarionovich; b. 
Gori, Tif_lls Province, 1879; m, Na- 
dejda’ Sergeyevann Alleluya  (d. 


1932); two c, Address: The Kremlin, 
Moscow, Russia.” 
THE NEW “DISMARCK" 

-The palm for the most. brazen 
effrontery af the whole 50,000—and 
n few of them are not exactly modest 
—must 40, however, to Nazi Foreign 
Minister Joachim von Ribbentrop, 
who ends his long entry by clalming 
the “credit” for the:—"“AMatlon of 
Austria, March, 1938; AMliation of 
Sudeten Aren, October 1938, Protec- 
torate of Bohemia and Moravin estab, 
March 1939; Return of the Memel- 
land, March 1939. Recs.: Sports and 
music.” 

Postcrity may be able to add some 
upproprinte comment to the end of 


this for the 1941 edition. 

In contrast to the Nazi dictator 
and his henebman, Signor Mussollnt{'s 
“blography” is short .and to the 
point. After a brief outline of his 
career, he ends up with the following 
recreations: “Vtollno, cquitazione, 
schermu, nutomobllisimo, avinzone.” 

Before leaving the realm of pull- 
tics, It is Interesting to note that nef- 
ther Mr, Chamberlain nor President 
Roosevelt list any recreatlon—not 
even fshing!

The recreations of the various peo 
ple who make up Who's Who often 
form one of the most Interesting sec~ 
tions for the layman, For example, 
one might wonder what Gertrude 
Stein dues when she is not writing 
things like “chemical extlngulshers 
who and of the what when who js 
not often by large, isn't it?” Turn 
to poge 3026, and one finds she likes 


“walking with white’ poodles and 
driving a Ford car.” 
Sean O'Faoolain, who was “educ, 


Nat, Un, of Ireland, M.A.; Harvard, 
A.M.; but malnly by good conversa- 
tion,” on the other hand, lists his 
recreation as “day-dreaming,” while 
Sean O'Casey, who was “cduc: In 
tha streets of Dublin,” indulges In 
“everything except work.” In view 
of his age, George Bernard Shaw's 
“everything except sport” Js under- 
standable. 

Another writer, ElHott O'Donnell— 
trust these Irishmen. fo mnoke = sure 
of being mentioned!—gives as part 
of his daily work  tnvestigating 
“hauntings and crime cases” and in 
his spare time he goes in for “wallk- 
ing, studying human beings | and 
frightening crooks within the law.” 

In sharp contrast to all these Is 
Madame Genevieve Tabouls, — the 
noted French political commentator 
und the only one ever to be singled 
out by Hitler for special mention. 
Under “reereation" she  writes:— 
“Not 2 single recreation; works ail 
the time, even on Sunday, doesn't 
know what week-ends are (ne cone 
nalt pas le week-end); sole distrac- 
tlon, playing with her cats.”

N the Colony of Hong Kong, we 
have o-very large urban popula- 
tion Ilving for the most part on 
earnings which are barely sufictent 
to make It posstble to obtain enough 
fuod of the proper quality, reason- 
able shelter and satisfactory clothing 
of the bedy—tict alone of the mind, 
through cducation. 

The low woges which are the re- 
sult of two or three or flve or more 
men—and women—being avallabic 
to present themscives for the same 
job of work naturally have to be 
used first for the purchase of food, 
leaving but little over for house 
rent. . 

The inevitable result of this is that, 
instead of a family occupylng a room 
or even a -cubjcle to itself, it cannot 
afford the rent charged~° and must 
share with one or more families. 

The demand for ‘accommodation 
has of course, inereased: considerably 
since hostHlities started In July, 1937. 
There have been more prospective 
tenants secking a roof over their 


‘hends than there have been tenements 
Javailabte, with 


the natural conse= 
quence of higher rents. What Is call- 
ed no viclous circle Is produced by 
thls set of clrcumstances in which 
the poorest and weakest suffer most. 

‘As you might expect, too, little 
food of n satisfactory quality com- 
bined with overcrowding and bad 
using sups the energies of the 
workers. In many cases, they be- 
come Ill and are either Incapable of 
a hoard day's work or fall out of 
employment altogether, Obviously, in 
the absence of uny system of state 
unemployment insurance or relief on 
a very large scale such us exists in 
the United Kingdom and in certain 
other countries, the condition of the 
worker becomes worse than ever, He 
and his family cease to be in a 
position to pay rent or to buy food 
und have recourse to the — street 
pavements and to charity—untess 
found by the Government Medlcal 
Department ambulances and taken 
to 1 camp for, destitutes or refugees. 

Most people will Nnd It 
diMmcult to believe that I am 
not painting an unduly black 
picture of what goes on in our 
very midst. [ have only worked 
in Hong Kong for rather less than 
two years. ‘I can assure you, how- 
ever, that the plieture fs a true one 
and not exaggerated in any shape 
or form. It can be verified by any 
one who may care to tour the streets 
of thls town late at night. 

Now, among the large numbers of 
poor who are existing’ on tog little 
nourishing food and living packed 
together In crowded tenements, 
there are many thousands who har- 
bour In their bodies the germ of 
tuberculosts. In many cases, if we 
had X-ray eyes, we should sce on 
their lungs patches of tissue which 
had been changed {nto large sores or 
ulcers or holes by the poison of the 
tubercle gern. We should probably 
find that cach time such ao person 
coughed or spat many of these germs 
were brought up from the breathing 
apparatus and scattered about in the 
air and on to the ground. 

If this happened in a dark, damp 
and dirty tenement or in a public 
building or in.an fll-ventilated vehi+ 
cle or even in a dirty street, those 
who were. nearby would be in dan- 
ger of breathing the poison into their 
lungs. If they were well-nourlshed 
und lved good healthy lives, their 
bodies might well be able’ to deal 
with such poison and neutralise it 
before it settled down and started up 
the disease. Even the well-nourish- 
ed are not entirely exempt and so 
must heeds take precautions Ilke 
every one else toward warding off 
infection, Be Ze . 

(fam omitting any mention of the 
sprend of tuberculosis by milk for 
the disease Is not common in cows 
in {his Colony and the law of pas- 
teurization Introduced a year ago 
makes milk quite safe). 

You may be snoying in your minds: 
“This doctor has told.us something 
of how the body may become a prey 
to tuberculosis. He has deseribed 
how the disease is more likely to 
attack those who are poor, il- 
nourlshed,.-without good homes and 
who come into contact with suffer- 
ers who indulge in the filthy habit 
of spitting and scatter the tuber- 
culosls poison. around them. But 
how is that our concern and what 
does he suggest we can do to prevent 
this unnecessary suffering and loss 
of human Iffe?" Let me, therefore, 
try to compress, into o few words 
some suggestions which you can 
turn oyer in your minds, . weet 
What have we learncd?. : » 

We have secn how tuberculoals in- 
fection is acquired. by., those whose 
bodies are weakened by. ue Uitt}]¢ 
food, often combined _ with, too 
much exposure of the body to strain

other persons, we possess ' weapona

in our hands which we can and 
should use in the fight against it, 
How can the discase be avoided? 

Let ua just sce how we, a5 indi- 
viduals, can help humanity in this 
way. To begin with, example Is al- 
ways better than precept. For this 
reason, it Is our duty to lve healthy 
Hves ourselves. 

Firstly, proper food [s necessary. 
Let us build up our bodies with 
wholesome food—taking note of the 
ndvice of the doctors who look after 
us. Later study the information on 
sultable dictaries published in’ the 
local press under the auspiccs of 
the Nutrition Reseurch Committee. 

Those of us who, are employers of 
labour—whether it,be In the form 
of n house boy or amah or of many 
clerks, factory workers, shop fokis, 
coolles and others—can interest our- 
selves in the question of nutrition of 
those living in our house or work- 
ing for us in different ways. It is 
one of the bright spots of this City 
of ours-to find that quite a number 
of Chinese employers do, in fact, see 
that thelr workers have at least one 
good meal a day. This practice 
might well be more common. 

To put it on the lowest possible 
basis, it is surely to the advantage of 
an employer of labour that his ser- 
vants should be sufficiently well- 
pald, Without sufficient wages they 
cannot buy enough nourishing food 
to keep them in good health, The 
employer will then lose their 
services ‘by ll-health—apart al- 
together from the danger to him- 
self and his family of being infected 
by a sick servant. The health of 
the amah who nurses your child is 
just os important as your own health, 

Secondly, Iet us breathe pure alr. 
Let us try to live, sleep and work 
in well-ventilated dwellings, Let 
us take steps to ensure that those 
who depend upon us, whether re- 
Intives or friends or servants, .a'co 
have rooms or cubicles with suf- 
cient alr space in which to live, work 
and sleep. From the purely selfish 
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standpoint, it is very shortsighted 
policy to allow,a servant to live in a 
crowded cubidle or in a dark, ill- 
ventilated hole under the stairs and 
so run the risk of infection which 
he or she may. pass on to. our near- 
est ond dearest. Tuberculosis is no 
respecter of persons and can attack 
the rich too. 

Similarly, it {s against the inter- 
ests of employer of Inbour in offices, 
factorles, Workshops and other com- 
mercial undertakings to make thelr 
employees work in Iil-ventilated, 
over-crowded rooms ond so endan- 
ger their health, losing valuavle, 
trained members of their staffs or 
Inbour units. . 

It 1s merely commonsense that the 
tuberculosis poison, if present, is 
likely to be greatly diluted in a room 
well-flushed with fresh air — the 
germ itself does not thrive in good, 
pure alr, . 

Certain public-spirited employers 
have gone to considerable ‘exptnse 
in providing their’ workmen with 
healthy living and sleeping quarters 
in addition to one or more good 
me aday. They realise that good 
home conditions will ensure health- 
jer and better workers, 

High rents ore ao cause of over- 
crowding and. humanitarian land-. 
lords could do much to assist in the 
fight against tuberculosis by taking 
steps to restrict their rents to the 
menue of the tenants, os far ds pos- 
sible. : 

Thirdly, let us remember the bene-. 
fits of sunshine, ‘In addition to nutri- 
tlous food and pure air, it is desir- 
able that ving ond slecping quarters 
should receive at some time, during 
the day the beneficial effects of sun- 
shine: Not only are the rays of thé 
pun healthgiving? but, like pure’ alr, 
they possess a disinfecting quality on 
germs and especially the germs caus- 
ing tuberculosis. Hence, our homes 
and those which we provide for our 
ntighbours and the poorer sections 


of the community should be: light 


und sunny. Daily exercise in the 


‘sunshine and fresh alr, particularly 


when It is not pushed to exhaustion, 


‘Is n good way to Increase ‘the pow 
ers of the body to resist discasc, 


Fourthly comes cleanliness, Strict 
cleanliness of our bodies, our clothes, 
our homes and our environment are: 
important factors in the prevention 
of discase. Soap and water help to 
dispel dirt and are enemies of the 
tubercle germ which may ‘lurk in 
the dust and, as it were, lle in walt 
for its victims. They. cost Illtle, but. 
are very powerful weapons in our 
fight against tuberculosis: .I need 
hardly-emphasise tho point that It is 
not enough to make sure that our 
own. rooms are ‘clean,-but: we must: 
encourage ectupulous cleanlincss® 
Qmongst-our servants and all with 
whom .we come info’ contact. We 
should ‘take .a personal interest. in 
the domestic and ‘communal clean-

‘nnd precept, in season and out, eru- 
sade against the unclean habit of in- 
discriminate spitting. 

It may, perhaps, surprise you to 
lenrn thnt over 4,000 years ago—to 
be precise about 2,698 ycars before 
the birth of Christ, the Su Wen des- 
erlbed tuberculosia in Chinn and its 


dangerous signs ond symptons of 
cough, shortness of breath, spitting 


of phlegm and sometimes of blood. . 


Even as carly as A.D. 1161-1174, a 
theory was prevalent in China that 
tuberculosis was duc to germs, These 
germs were rather Jn the nature of 
worms than those very tiny organ- 
Isms which were firat recognisca un- 
der the microscope as the cause of 
tuberculosis in A.D.1882. As far 
back as A.D.1357, Hsu Chun-yu in 
China pointed out the infectious na- 
ture of tubercle germs. E 

I have given this very short and 
sketchy historical summary in order 
better to emphasiso the danger at- 
tending the habit of indiscriminate 
spitting. Also, I want:to scek your 
help in. building up a strong body of 
public opinion against this practice. 
It will need patience und constant 
repetition of explanations regarding 
the danger. to health which may re- 
sult from splitting obout the place. 
If, however, oll of us do our duty 
fearlessly and tactfully, we shall con- 
tribute a great deal towards the re- 
moval of this blot from our midst 
and towards reducing the number of 
persons whose health and lives are 
sacrificed under present conditions. 

I reed hardly remind you that the 
late great hero of China, Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen, drew speciol attention in 
his “Three Principles” to the duty of 
good Chinese to refrain from indls~ 
criminate spitting. More recently, 
Madame Chiang, the wife of the illus- 
trious Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek, has reminded us all in the 
“New Life Movement” of the bale- 
ful results of spitting. 

Stop indiscriminate spitting and 
you will find a marked decrease in 
cases of tuberculosis in but a few 
years, « 

How can we help to prevent others 
being infected? 

I have already mentioned the 
value of ‘nourishing food, fresh air, 
sunshine and dally exercise. There 
are certain: other measures which 
should be rigidly enforeed os far os 
js in our power. The sufferer 
should, for example, live'in a room 
or a cubicle by himself or at the 
very least have a bed for himself 
alone. In parenthesis, I need hord- 
ly remind you that there are tens 
of thousands living In this town at 
present who have to share their bed 
with one or two or even more meme 
bers of their family, sometimes even 
with other familles, In addition, 
there are still many hundreds of per- 
sons including women ond children 
—with no bed at all ‘except the 
street pavement. This condition 
exists In spite of the accommodation 
Government has built for many thou- 
sand refugees and destlitutes in the 
past eighteen months. 

Segregation of tuberculosis. 

Apart from room Isolation of cases 
of infectious tuberculosis, such suff- 
erers must be impressed with their 
grave duty to others not to. spit 
about the home except into a cover- 
ed cup or tin containing a Iittle dis- 
infectant—supplicd . {rec by tho 
Health Authorities, if the patient has 
no funds for the purpose—or Into a 
lavatory or jatrine, . Furthermore, he 
must be taught not to cough or, speak 
forcibly into’ the face of others, esr 
pecially children, in case they 
breathe in the germs in the droplets 
of spit floating in the air. 

It goes without saying that such 
sufferers should have’ thelr own sep+ 
arate rice bow), chopsticks and pther 
eating and drinking utensils and not 
partake of food from the common 
family bowl according to Chinese 
custom, If this is done some of the 
spit containing tuberculosis germs 
adhering to chopsticks or spoon. is 
Ieft behind on the food In the family 
dish, Pe 
Such a sufferer should also be ad- 
vised to refrain from kissing his wife 
and children onthe lps -or face — 
especially babies—which, I gather, is 
a Chinese custom, so thnt -he may 
not infect them with tuberculosis in 
that way. 2 oa 

I mention these details deliberately 
fn order to impress. upon you-the 
fact that much can be done by ‘educa- 
ting the individual sufferer to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease. 
What other ways are there. by which 

we-can help? 5
